Christians Massacred Reported from 
China—Admiral Ito Dares the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The State 
Department has received a cable reply 
from Japan, through Minister Dun at 
Toklo, to the United States. suggesting 
mediation. The Japanese Leation at 
Washington has also received from the 
Foreign Office in Japan a cable stating that 
a reply had been made and giving its 
terms. Both were received here Sunday 
afternoon. The fact that they had been 
sent first became known through a dis- 
patch to the Associated Press from Tokio. 
This much having become known, the offi- 
clals here made no further concealment of 
the details of the reply. 

The cahlegram to Secretary Gresham is 
accompanied by unusual dignity and for- 
mality, having the imperial sanction of 
His Majesty, the Emperor of Japan. It 
is rarely that the Dmperor speaks in dip- 
lomatic negotiations, so his action in this 
case is evidence of Japan's desire to ex- 
press its approbation of the course of the 
United States. 

The message is in two parts. the first 
giving the ‘imperial expression of good 
will, and saying that the suctess of the 
Japanese army had been such that China 
should approach Japan directly. The sec- 


ond part is more directly from Minister 


Dun, and expresses the view of the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office that China, having 
no minister at Tokio, should submit a di- 
rect proposition through Minister Dun. 
The cables to Minister Kurino are sub- 
stantially the same as the foregoing. 

The replies were decided on at a special 
meeting of the Japanese Cabinet on Sat- 
2 were sent from Tokio Gatur- 
petro-} day but wee tra del 
ply and the expressions of imperiat good- 
will gave much satisfaction to the officials 
here and now that the facts are known no 
further reserve is maintained as to the 
terms of the negotiations which have 
hitherto been withheld. 

It appeafs that at the outset Secretary 
.Gresham consulted Minister Kurino, a? 
there was no desire to take action which 
‘would be otherwise than agreeable to 
Japan. At a conference between the Sec- 
at which Secre- 
tary Carlisle was present, the: entire pur- 
pose of this country was made clear. This 
was before Secretary Gresham had sent 
the message to Japan suggesting the Amer- 
loan mediation. It was made clear that 
President Cleveland had no desire to me- 
diate the trouble, but, on ‘the contrary, 
felt that the exercise of the good offices o: 
the United States might entail a seriou? 
burden and responsibility and possibly ex- 
cite feeling by one party or the other. 
Under these circumstances no action 
would be taken if Japan thought it would 
create an awkward situation. Particular 


would be entirely free to act as she saw 
fit; that there was no pressure to have 
her accept American mediation and that 
the entire project was due to the belief 
that this country was in a position toren- 
der a service to both belligerents. 

The sentiments were cordially recipro- 
cated by Minister Kurtno so that Secre- 
tary Gresham had the co-operation of pr 
Japanese Minister before the message was 
transmitted to Japan through Minister 
Dun. Since then the Minister has further 
co-operated with the Secretary and the 
kindly reply with imperial sanction ‘was 
the result. 

A new and important situation is now 
presented by Japan’s proposition that China 
make a direct offer through Minister Dun 
at Tokio. This makes Dun the interesting 
center of negotiations from this time for- 
ward, unless the United States should de- 
cline to allow him to act as the direct 
representative of China in submitting an 
offer. This is not anticipated, however. 
It és said that the best course would be 
for the State Department to notify Dun 


| and also Minister Denby at Peking that 


they were at, liberty to dramsmit from 
China or Japan such direct peace over- 
tures as the former desire to make. It 
was then for China to formulate its offer 
to Minister Denby. In turn he would 
transmit it to Minister Dun at Tokio, and 
not as intermediary through the United 
States. 

The State Department would undoubtedly 
be appraised of the action of Messrs. 
Denby apd Dun, and would not be the 
channel of their communication, as it is 
the basis of Japan's new proposition that 
the offer come direct from China, and not 
through the mediat:on of the United States. 
The reply of Japan is so conciliatory and 
receptive that it is pointed out that Mjnis- 
ter Dun’s skill as a diplomat has scope 
for conspicuous service in terminating the 


the new phase of the question is now 
awaited with much interest. 

Japan's suggestion that Minister Dun 
would be an acceptable medium of commu- 
nication from China in effect eliminates 
Great Britain, France and the other powers 
from being a factor in the negotiations. It 
is believed; however, from official informa- 
tion received here that Russia, Italy and 
Germany will certainly look with favor on 
China's deciding through Dun. The same 
sources indicate Austria probably will give 
her adherence as her membership in the 
triple alliance makes her foreign policy 
similar to that of Germany and Italy. The 
position of Germany has been 80 closely 
analogous to that of the United States that 
it has been a question of doubt within the 
last few days whether Germany might not 
be substituted for the United States in the 
offer of mediation.

Italy has already notified the 
allied powers that she cannot consent to 
forcible interference, which is equivalent 
to a declaration in favor of peaceable set- 
tlement, such as would come through 
China’s offer to Minister Dun. It can also 
be stated positively that Great Britain has 
favored the offer of mediation by 
the United States on the ground that it is 


presumed that it would save China from 


utter destruction, and thus preserve the 
British trade with China. 

Under these circumstances it is believed 
by officials and diplomats who are familiar 
with all the correspondence that the Buro- 
pean powers cannot with propriety inter- 
tere with any offen which China wishes to 
make directly through Minister Dun. 

PENNOYER’'S, CHUCKLE. 

PORTLAND (Or.,) Nov. 21.—Gov. Pen- 
noyer, speaking in reference to Japan's 
reply to the offer of the mediation by this 
government today said: “I see that the 
Japanese government has followed my ex- 
ample in reminding President Cleveland 
to attend to his own business. For the 
sake of the country, the President really 
ought not to have allowed himself to be 
snubbed the second time.“ 

CHRISTIANS MASSACRED. 

LYONS (France,) Nov. 21.—A dispatch 
from the bishop of Hoo Pe at the north 
end of Lake Toung-Thing, Central China, 
has been received by the Catholic mission 
here. It announces that violent perse- 
cutions of Christians have broken out in 
the department of Se-Chuf. Numbers of 
Christians are reported killed. 

DARED EM TO COME OUT. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—A dispatch from 


Hiroshima says that Admiral Ito reports 


that he cruised off Wei-Hai-Hai for two 
days daring the Chinese to come out, but 
the Chinese refused the challenge. 
YAMAGATA’S FORCES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The Japanese 
Legation here has received the following 
cable: A portion of the army under 
Marshal Yamagata attacked Huiu-Yen 
where the enemy’s force was reported to 
be 20,000, at 6 a.m., November 18, and 
succeeded in taking the place by 9 a.m. 
The enemy fled northwest. Five cannon 
were captured.“ 

IMPENDING ATTACKS. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—A dispatch from 
Shamghai reports that the Japanese are 
within two miles of Port Arthur. The 
American cruiser Baltimore has gone to 
Fung-Chow fearing that an attack may be 
made upon the American mission there. 


VETERANS’ RIGHTS. 


Commander Lawler Visits Washing- 
ton in Their Behalf. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, 
in-Chief Lawler of the G. A. R., and his 
adjutant-general, C. G. Jones, arrived to- 
day to present to the President the res- 
olution adopted by the national encamp- 
ment at Pittsburgh, protesting against the 
discharge of veterans of the late war from 
government positions. President Cleveland 
did not come in from his country place, 
today, so that it is doubtful if the G. A. 
R. delegates were able to see him. 

Gen. Lawler says be does not intend tc 
make any speech; but will be prepared to 
answer any questions if the President de- 
sires information. He is fortified with 
data wpon the discharge of veterans from 
the departments, collected by the local 
posts of the G. A. R. Lawier and Jones 
called at the White House at 2:30 and 
were received by Private Secretary Thur- 
ber. Lawler presented go Secretary Thur- 
ber the resolutions of the last encamp- 
ment of the G. A. R., accompanied by 
a statement of cases of old soldiers who 
had been reduced and those who, it is 
charged, have been discriminated against 
in other ways. Gen. Lawler declined to 
make the statement public, but said it 
was conservative presentation of the caso 
based upon facts and couched in moderate 
and respectful terms. The organization 
had no political ends to serve and no de- 
sire to do injustice to the administration, 
he said, but felt the facts bearing upon 
the treatment of old soldiers in the gov- 
ernment service should be made known to 
President Cleveland so any action he 
might see fit to take should de taken with 
full knowledge of the matter.

Miss Hogan’s Conduct is Called in 
Question in Court.

FARGO, (N. D.,) Nov. 21.—Miss Della 
Hogan’s conduct, previous to her mar- 
riage to Millionaire Wirechfield, was the 
subject of a lengthy deposition, the read- 
ing of which consumed almost the entire 
time in the case today.

Mrs. Imma J. Howard 
of Helena said Miss Hogan had told her 
she had Hirschfield “solid,” and that it 
was his money she was after. 

John M. Camera was certain Hirsch- 
field was hot in hie right mind during the 
progress of his courtship and marriage. 

George W. Blanchard, Hugo Bauman 
and L. E. Bailey are employed in the 
Palmer House, Chicago. Hirschfield and 
Miss Hogan stopped at this hote? in Sep- 
tember ‘when they went to Chicago and 
got married. The witnesses testified that 
Miss Hogan’s conduct was unseemly dur- 
ing her stay at the hotel.

COL. COIT’S CASE. 


The Officer Testifies as to the Shoot- 
ing at Washington Courthouse. 
Assoeiated Press Leased-wire Service. 

COLUMBUS (O., Nov. 21.—The court of 
inquiry today in the Coit case heard evi- 
dence to this effect from Coit: He was not 
at the door where the firing occurred when 
it occurred. 

He received a telephone message to get 
his men out as the house was to be blown 
up by dynamite Col. Coit laid stress on 
the fact that the orders to fire in case 
the door was broken or a stone was thrown 
or a shot fired at the men were given him. 
In answer to a question relative to the 
statement that he was intoxicated, Col. 
Coit testified that he did not enter a saloon 
during the day, but, on account of being 
cold in, the evening Surgeon Guerin had 
prescribed not to exceed two spoonfuls of 
stimulants, and that was all the liquor he 
saw or drank at Washington Courthouse. 
He did not see any of his men intoxi- 
cated, nor did he see liquor in their pos- 
session. 

When the order to load was given in 
the afternoon the crowd numbered nearly 
two thousand. They were threatening the 
lives of Sheriff Cook and himself. Col. 
Coit said he was not given assistance by 
the police, and that his authority to load 
and fire was found in the discretion given 
to commanding officers im the regulations. 


WAGES REDUCED. 


A Lockout of Shirtmakers Imminent 
at New York.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—A general lock- 
out of shirtmakers is imminent. The dif- 
ficulty arises from an intention expressed 
by contractors to reduce wages 10 per 
cent. and to lock out their men if the re- 
duction is not accepted. A meeting was 
held today and the shirtmakers resolved 
not to accept the cut, on the ground that 
contractors were earning handsome profits.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—John W. Goff, 
the prosecuting attorney for the Lexow 
Investigating Comimittee, who is stopping 
in Washington for a few days, has given 
the Evening Star an interesting interview | 
on the work of the committee. 

“We know positively,”’ said he, that the 
pokice department of New York was sys- 
tematically blackmailing all classes of cit- 
izens. I speak within the bounds of my 
kndwiedge when I say that there was not 
& business-man in New York City who has 
not felt the powers cf police blackmail. 
There were, perhaps, a very few instances 
Where honorable men had refused to give 
their tithes of legal tax to the police, but 
@imost without exception these men were 
forced out of business. 

One peculiar feature of the blackmail 
Was that it spared no one class, hawever 
Obscure ite calling. You may de sur- 
prised when I say that New York, under 
the rule of the police department when 
controlied by Tammany Hall, mwas far 
Worse as regards the individual commu- 
nity of citizens than St. Petersburg under 
its most violent police regime. As an il- 
lustration of the tremendous powers 
wieMed by this organization I will refer 
% the difficulty we had in obtaining ‘wit- 
neeses to go upon the stand and swear to 
facts they had brought to us in private. 
At first this applied to all classes, both re- 
putable and disreputable. When appealed 
to they would claim that if they should 
testify the police would hound them out 
of the city. When asked if they could not 
go elsewhere and establish themselves in 
business, they would reply the persecu- 
tion of the police of New York would fol- 
low them to every city in the cuuntry and 
astounding fact 
that the police of New York not only dom- 
inated every city, but every large com 
munity in the country. The lower — 
of citizens were made to believe blackmail 
was iawful and regular. They came to 
consider the captain of their precinct as 
the source of all municipal authority. In 
effect he was such to them. 
“You ask me if I think this power is now 

ed. I do most emphatically. I think 

the public conscience having once 
— aroused, the machinery of this 
mauseous system exposed, will be a per- 
petual bar against the development of 
such an organization in the future. I con- 
sider the great danger of our form of 


government lies in the possibility of muni- 


cipal misrule. The tendency is to 
strongly toward the growth of the urban 
community at the expense of the rural.

SEATTLE, Nov. 21.— Great excitement 
has been caused throughout the Puget 
Sound country by what is looked upon by 
many as an eruption of Mt. Tacoma, or 
Rainier, 14,444 feet high, and one of the 
loftiest peaks in the United States. The 

mountain has certainly been strangely 
transformed. The crest of the great mon- 
arch of the Cascades has changed, the 
cone having fallen in and steam can be 
seen rising from the crater. 

There is no eruption, it is believed by 
those most competent to judge, but great 
masses of rock seem to have fallen. The 
snow-capped cone has disappeared, and a 
sharp-pointed peak has risen in its place 
to the east of the crater. The changed ap- 
pearance of the mountain is evident from 
the streets of Seattle, ninety miles distant, 
and thousands of people have watched the 
great peak all the afternoon. 

But few people have ever ascended the 
mountain, and at this season of the year 
the ascension is an absolute impossibility, 
so there is no way of making a thorough 
investigation of the phenomenon. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Nov. 21.—Mt. Rainier 
is in a state of mild eruption, the appear- 
ance of the summit is entirely changed and 
a new peak has appeared in its center. 
Soon after sunrise this morning, the sky 
and air being remarkably clear, clouds of 
black smoke were seen curling from the 
southwestern part of the peak, where the 
crater is located, coming at intervais of: 
seconds. The dome-like top’ 
had sappeared and had ‘been replaced 
by a — top with a large crevasse extend- 
ing down the side, while in the center of 
its summit a new k had appeared on the 
northern side. e snow was all gone 
from the summit as though melted off, or 
as if some falling mass of rock had 
an avalanche from the summit. The 
jagged points of rock, stripped of their 
white covering, could be plainly discerned. 
Steam was also seen mingling with the 


smoke, which rose 100 feet above the 
summit. 
Mt. Rainier is a con and 


e-shaped peak 

stands slightly to the west of the main 
Cascade range, sixty-five miles southeast 
of Seattle. It rises fully 9000 feet above 
the ramge. It has three craters, of which 
the principal and most perfect is the scene 
of the present volcanic disturbances. This 
crater is half a mile across with walls of 
rock fifty feet high and thousands of jets 
of hot air and steam issue from this rim. 
The inside of the crater is filled with snow 
and ice, in which the smoldering volcano 
and steam jets have formed innumerable 
caves; one of which has been penetrated by 
explorers to a depth of 100 feet, while they 
have used the steam jets for cooking. 

It is supposed that the walls of they crater 
8 gradually weakened at the base, 
have fallen in, leaving a peak composed of. 
the k on which the snowy cone named 
Columbia’ s- Crest, had formed, and that the 
int fires thus set free have burst forth 
in new vigor. The eruption became dee 
by clouds soon after 8 a. m. 

WHAT TACOMA-PEOPLE SAW AND 
FELT. 

TACOMA, Nov. 21.—Tonight exactly at 
6:30 o ’clock, several slight shocks of earth- 
quake were felt here. Windows were 
rattled throughout the city. The first 
shock was most severe, being accompanied 
by rumbling noises as of a distant ex- 
plosion, and simultaneously a sheet of 
flame was observed in the eastern heavens. 

Inquiry ‘tonight develops the fact that 
several persons here saw the smoke aris- 
ing from Mt. Tacoma this morning. Mrs. 
Lovell, an old lady, visiting friends, says 
she saw at 7 o’clock, just before sunrise, 
a good-sized column of smoke rising from 
the mountain top. Its color was gray. 
—— 3 it rose teo rapidly to be a 
clou 

Prof. G. Plummer, a local scientist, who 
has made a study of earthquake phenomena 
in the Northwest, says that old Hiaton, 
the oldest Indian on the Puyallup reser- 
vation, said through an interpreter before 
the Tacoma Academy of Science of Feb- 
ruary 6, 1893, that he had many times seen 
fire and smoke coming out of Mt. Tacoma. 
This was when he was a boy. Gen. John 
C. Fremont reported on November 13, 
1843, that Mt. Tacoma was in eruption. 
According to Prof. Holden of Lick Observ- 


atory, a slight eruption of the mountain 


occurred October 19, 1873,.at 4 p.m. In 
May, 1880, volumes of smoke were ob- 
served issuing from tho crater. On June 
17, 1884, jets of steain were 
shooting upward from the. mountain at 
intervals of one minute, floating eastward. 
Steam was continually issuing from the 
crater’s peak in volumes varying with the 
height of the barometer. 

9 interesting to note,” says Prof. 
Plummer, that several of the planets, in- 
cluding the earth, are at present in line, a 
fact which bears out tre theories of Prof. 
Alexis Perrey and others that suth con- 
ditions are favorable to earthquakes and 
volcanic phenomena. ‘There has been so

with snow to a greater depth than usual. 
Most always in the summer on a clear 
day, some steam can be seen arising from 
the mountain’s crater, and it is thought 
here that this phenomenon has given rise 
to the story. Persons have slept in the 
crater for a few hours at a time, but 
cannot remain too long on account of the 
dense fumes of sulphuric gases which are 
constantly rising and which have led some 
travelers to suspect that the interior of 
the mountain was in close proximity to 
the place known in literature as ‘hades. *

THE MINING INTERESTS. 


Various Measures Advocated at the 
San Francisco Convention. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 21.—In the 
Miners’ ‘Convention this morning the re- 

port of the Committee on Legislation, as 
made yesterday evening, was adopted. On 
motion of C. W. Tozier of Nevada an- 
other resolution was added demanding the 
early completion of the Nicaragua Canal 
under government auspices, substantially 
as provided by the so-called Morgan bill. 

President Neff then announced the ap- 
pointment of State Senator C. E. Cross, 
E. H. Benjamin and Thomas C. Merrill as 
delegates from the Miners’ Association to 
the .Transmississippi Congress, which as- 
sembles at St. Louis next Monday. . 

On motion of Fullweiler of Placer county 
the chair was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of five to formulate plans for a 
miners’ bureau to furnish trustworthy in- 
formation to parties seeking investments 
in mining properties. The committee was 
instructed. to report sixty days the 
next annual meeting. 

Congressmen-elect Grove L. Johnson then 
addressed the convention. He pledged his 
support to a bill making a government ap- 

ropriation to foster the hydraulic. mining 
ndustry, yet at the same time he coun- 
seled the miners to be cautious and avoid 
antagonizing the agricultural interests of 
the valleys: He was confident the engineers 
could be found to solve the problems in- 
volved and render it possible for hydraulic 
mining to be resumed in a manner satis- 


factory both to the miners and Farmers. 


Governor-elect Budd also addressed the con- 
vention briefly. 

A resolution by Lane of Calaveras, de- 
manding that the California delegation in 
Congress take the necessary steps to or- 
ganize Senators and Congressmen from 
mining States and Berritories into an asso- 
ciation for protection of the mining inter- 
ésts in Congress threw the convention into 
a heated discussion, and -was finally re- 
ferred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

When the convention re-assembled this 
afternioon for its closing session, President 
Neff called for the names of the selections 
by the various county delegations for mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee.

Curious Experiments with an Anti- 
toxine Under Way.

When the blood 
has become thoroughly “immuned,”’ it will 
be drawn off about a quart at a time, and 
when enough has been obtained and the 
horse has recuperated a little he will be as 
good as ever. The degree of immunity se- 
cured is tested on guinea pigs in the fol- 
lowing manner: First, take two guinea 
pigs, then take two doses of diphtheria bac- 
teria sufficient to kill the pigs. Give both 
guinea pigs diphtheria germs, one with 
some of the blood serum taken from the 
horse. One ought to live and the other 
ought to die. If that is the way it turns 
out, fhe horse is all right and can be 


HE MADE L LOANS. 


How the Chemical nical National Bank 
Cashier’ Became a Defaulter. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The Chemical 
National Bank, one of the most prosperous 
and conservative institutions in the coun- 
try, has for the first time in half a cen- 
tury been made the victim of a defaulter. 
The amount involved so far as known is 
$15,715, and John R. Tait, who was paying 
teller, is the official who misappropriated 
the money. 

The matter is peculiar, masmuch as the 
officials of the bank declare that not a 
cent of the money went to his own use. 
The proof of this is that he could have 
taken $100,000 as well as a few thousands, 
had he been 80 inclined. . Three-fourths 
of the sum, they say, he lent out to per- 
sonal friends, taking no collateral, and only 
in a few instances receiving as much 
as an I. O. U. for the money handed out. 
The rest, it is said, is due to errors made 
by Tait in paying out cash. 

It is intimated by the president and 
cashier that the excessive worry caused 
by these loans reduced Tait to such a 
condition that he was hardly responsible 
for his actions, and he made many mis- 
takes. Although the first loans were 
made more than a year ago, the shortages 
have been carefully Hidden, and were not 
discovered by Will H. Kimball, Na- 
tional Bank Kxaminer, when he inspected 
the institution officially in May last, but 
it was he who unearthed these peculiar 
transactions on Wednesday last, having in 
a private capacity been employed to look 
over the bank’s affairs. Tait, who is 
nearly 50 years old, has been in the bank's 


employ for twenty-eight years, having 
first been a messenger. His salary of 
$4500, with a Doaus of 10 per cent. of that

THE AMERICAN NAVY. 


Interesting Figures Connected with 
the Establishment. 
/ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The report of 
Paymaster-General Edwin Stewart, of the 
navy, for the fiscal year ending June 50 
last, is a document of unusual interest. 
It presents a more complete exhibit of 
the financial affairs of the department 
than has ever been made before. The to- 
tal amount expended on account of the 
naval establishment of the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1894, ‘was $31.370.144. The 
largest item was $8,251,072 for payments 
on new ships in process of construction, 
other than labor. 

One of the most interesting tables in 
the report is taat showing the cost of 
maintaining in commission the various 
ships. The charges aganst this account 
include the pay of officers, crew and ma- 
rines, pilotage, coal, and all expenditures 
of money and material, excepting those 
for repairs. 

During the period covered by the re- 
port of the paymaster the cost of the 
U.S.S. icago (second rate) was $310,613; 
the U.S.S. Yorktown (third rate.) $169,907, 
and the U.S.S. Petrel (fourth rate,) $103,- 
502. These figures afford an approximate 
cost of maintaining vessels of the differ- 
ent classes.

FRANCH EXECUTED. 


The Author of the Lyceo Outrage Ex- 


‘ piates His Crime. 
BARCELONA, Nov. 21.—(By Atlantic 


Cable.) Jose Salvador Franch, the Anar- |. 


chist who threw the dynamite bomb in the 
Lycco Theater in this city on November 7, 
1893, was executed this morning. Franch 
was undoubtedly one of the most dangerous 
Anarohists of recent years. This became 
generally known at the time of his ar- 


rest for conspiracy in the Barcelona out- 


rage, by which over twenty people were 
killed and about fifty were dangerously in- 
jured. 

Franch was about 32 years of age; a na- 
tive of Castelsaras, province of Ternat. 
He came of a respectable family. At the 


age of 14 he left home and came to Barce- | 


lona, where he speedily became a leader 
among the Anarchists. Twice after his 
capture he attempted suicide. 

Franch displayed the utmost bravado, 
shouting Down with religion!“ and died 
almost with the words of an Anarchist 
song on his lips. His wife and little daugh- 
ter were admitted to see him in the chapel, 
but their tenderness and sympathy were 
utterly thrown away upon the Anarchist. 
He scoffed at the supplications of the 
priests to prepare himself for death, and 
laughed derisively at reference to future 
life. The Anarchist’s wife made a last 
effort to soften his heart, but he roughly 
told her to go away, and she tearfully 
withdrew, after kissing him. After his 
wife left the chapel Franch continu to 
treat the priests with contempt, saying 
among other things, I fooled you nicely. 
Hypocrisy is a new weapon which I 
shown Anarchists how to use.“ At tha 
the judge and other officials entered the 
pee and told Franch to prepare for

The executioners, as they dressed the 
prisoner for the scaffold; were continually 
insulted by the desperate man. Franch 
shrieked: Do your miserable work. You 
are only the tools of the beurgeoise.’’ 
Franch was surrounded by soldiers, and 
accompanied by members of the society 
known as the Brothers of Good Death. 
Fratich walked trembling to the scaffold, 
which was erected in a large courtyard 
of the prison. Troops were present to 
keep spectators at a proper distance from 
the scaffold. As the Anarchist mounted 
the steps leading to the platform upon 
which was the garrote, he shouted: ‘Down 
with all religions. Vive l’Amarchie!’’ The 
executioners then seized him, and, as he 
struggled and cried, they forced him into 
the chair, at the back of which was the 
garrote 
; Franch was strapped down to the seat, 
and, as this work was being 


performed, 
5 renewed his Anarchist cries, and tried 


to sing an anarchistic hymn; but de 
stopped in the midst of his death-song 
to implore his executioners to hurry their 
final preparations. The trembling prison- 
er's neck was eneircled by the fatal col- 
jar, the screw was swifty applied, and 
death was almost instantaneous. nly a 
minute and a half elapsed from the time 
Franch mounted the platform until he 
was pronounced dead. The military band 
then played, and the executioners moved 
away from the platform. The body bt 
Franch, however, with the iron collar 
around his neck, remained exposed until 
sundown. It was viewed by large crowds. 


At sundown the society of the Brothers 


of Good Death will take possession of the 
body and convey it to the cemetery, beg- 
ging money for funds in order to have 
masses said for the repose of the soul of 
the Anarchist. 

LATER.—The execution occurred at ex- 
actly 8:03 o’clock this morning and the 
body was interred at 6 o’clock this evening 
without a priest being present and with- 
out any religious, ceremony. During the 
day immense crowds filed by the scaffold 
and took a look at the body of the dead 
Anarchist with the deadly collar of the 
garrote encircling his neck.

CONSPIRATORS CONVICTED. 


Philip Stanwood, W. H. Clune, A. 
T. Johnson and Isaac Ross were con- 
victed in Judge Ross’s court yester- 
day of conspiracy to, obstruct the 
movement of the United States mails. 
The first named is, or was, president 
of the A.R.U. Mediation Committee, 
the second being secretary, and the 
other two being members thereof. 

To those who have followed the evi- 
dence in this case with any closeness 


* of attention, the conviction of these 


men is no surprise. As Judge Ross 80 
aptly stated in his supplementary in- 
structions to the jury, yesterday morn- 
ing, there was no conflict in the evi- 
dence on the part of the government, 
and there was practically no evidence 
on the part of the defense. Under 
Judge Ross's instructions, the jury 
could scarcely have found any other 
verdict than that of guilty. To have 
done so would have been to violate 
their oaths and to disregard the plain 
and direct testimony against the ac 
cused men, which was not refuted. 

Judge Ross remanded the convicted 
men for sentence, which will be pro- 
nounced upon them next Monday. It 
is not necessary to say that their 
deserts. will be meted out to them 
with even-handed justice. Erskine M. 
Ross is a fearless, as well as an up- 
right and able judge, in whom all 
right-thinking men have implicit con- 
fidence, and of whom evil. ears feel 
a wholesome dread. bt 

The crime of which these misguided 
men have been convicted—that of con- 
spiracy to obstruct the movement of 
the United States mails—is a very 
grave one. Itis an offense against the 
well-being of the people of the entire 
nation, no less than a defiance of the 
national authority. These men sinned 

against light; they committed the 
crime after they had been distinctly 
informed that it was a crime; they 
acted with their eyes open. They ap- 
pear to havé been led away by the 
common delusion that the American 
Railway Union was greater than the 
United States of America.. 

Upon the prompt and regular trans- 
mission of the mails ‘depend the vast 
business interests of the people, the 
conveniences of social intercourse, and 
the free interchange of information, 
all of which are essential adjuncts of 
civilization, and of successful govern- 
ment. The statutes very properly pro- 
vide severe penalties for this erime. 
When the fact becomes generally im- 
pressed upon evil-doers that they can 
not violate the law and escape its just 
penalties, there will be less lawless- 
ness in the land, and a more whole- 
some respect for constituted authority, 
as well as for the statutes which de- 
fine its duties and prescribe its limita- 
tions. 

Los Angeles is fortunate in having 
in its midst a court which stands 


ready to uphold the law at all times, | 


and to enforce its authority without 
fear or favor. 


WILL IT BE REPEATED. 


To a considerable extent the Demo- 
cratic party was responsible for the 
railway strike of last summer. 
Throughout the national campaign of 
1892—as, indeed, both before and after 
that campaign—the organs and orators 
of the Democracy lost no opportunity 
to inflame the minds of thoughtless, 
thriftless and shiftless men against 
the industrious and well-to-do classes.

SHORT-SIGHTED POLICY. 


Once more some producers of the 
San Joaquin Valley are going to try 
to compete with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad by means of freight-teams. 
One day last week two freight-wagons, 
drawn by five teams of mules, left 
Fresno laden with seven tons of figs 
for the San Francisco market, shipped 
by a firm of that city. The .resurrec- 
tion of this method of transporting 
products is charged entirely to the 
arbitrary methods of the Southern Pa- 
cific in making a schedule of rates for 


so orbitant as to leave the growers 
and packers of fruits,no margin of, 
profit. In order to obtain relief from 
these exactions, te avoid paying 7 
heavy tribute to the railroad, this 
Fresno firm of merchants made ar- 
rangements with freighters to haul 
their product to market, and as they 
are merchants also to bring them in 
return such goods as they require in 
their business. 

It is claimed that the saving by this 
method of transportation over the cust 
(H shipping by rail will be considerabl, 
and it is likely that this shipment will 
be followed by a number of others, not 
only from Fresno, but from other 
points in the valley and elsewhore. 
The fruit men of Visalia, Madera, 
Woodland, Vacaville and other points, 
where much is raised, are watching 
this experiment with great interest, 
and if it should be successful we may 
expect to see a return to the old days 
when long trains of mule teams slowly 
crept along the highways of the State. 

Now, this is altogether wrong. We 
do not mean the resort to (freight- 
teams, but the system which has made 
such a course necessary. It would be 
absurd to say that the Southern Pa- 
cific Company cannot afford to haul 
freight at considerably less rates than 
it can be hauled by teams. Otherwise, 
the asserted superiority of steam over 
horse flesh would be unfounded, and 
we might as well return to the days 
of mule teams altogether. Does the 
Southern Pacific charge such prices 
for freight in the San Joaquin Valley 
simply because it thinks that the in- 
habitants of that valley have no re- 
course? In short, why does it per- 
sist in its charging “all the traffic will 
bear?” As a consequence the settle 
ment of the valley has been retarded, 
and it is only a few months since two 
large mercantile firms in Kern county 
were forced to suspend, owing to the 
high transportation rates which had 
forced their customers, the producers, 
to the wall. 

What a short-sighted policy this is! 
Yet is, we regret to say, in keeping 
with the general policy of the railroad 
company, which seems to be to avoid 
as much as possible any effort to con- 
ciliate and make friends with the rem- 
dents in sections along its lines, but 
rather to squeeze the last cent out of 
them by force or intrigue. To tbe 
ordinary mind it would seem a far 
hatber policy for this great corporation 
to obtain the friendship and sympathy 
of people who live in the sections from 
which it draws its income, which 
it might easily do, rather than to 
transform nine-tenths of them into 
bitter enemies, who are ready to hit a 
Southern Pacific head wherever they 
see one, or think they see one. It is 
no wonder that the people of the State 
are growing so weary of this arrogant 
corporation, which stops at nothing 
to carry out its ends, and insists upon 
considering its own interests as sepa- 
rate from those of the people, when 
they should, by all sensible methods of 
reason, be identical. It is no wonder 
that candidates who are supposed to 
be in sympathy with the Southern 
Pacific Company, whether that sus 
picion is correct or not, find them- 
selves defeated, when their assiciates 
on the same ticket are elected. The 
unwise and short-sighted policy of the 
company is rebounding upon the rail- 
road and its friends like a boomerang, 
Mr. Huntington cannot reasonably 
complain of this.

Pace Company on June 28 last, by a 


jury in the United States District Court 
yesterday morning, and are now awaiting 
the sentence which will be meted out to 
them by Judge Ross on Monday next. , 

‘Jmmediately upon convening the District 


Court yesterday morning Judge Erskine 


M. Ross had the jury brought in, and, 
upon learning that no eecnent had yet 
been reached and that there appeared no 
possibility of their reaching one, the court 
read the following additional instructions 


them: 

“Gentlemen of the jury: This case was 
submitted to you 11:45 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Under ordinary circum- 
standes, after a deliberation of nearly 
twenty-four hours, without an agreement 
upon a verdict, the court would discharge 
you from further consideration of the case. 
If there was any conflict in the testimony 
upon any polnt involved in the charge, the 
court would discharge you from its further 
‘consideration. 

- “But the contest on the part of the gov- 


‘ernment is without conflict, and there is 


‘no evidence upon the part of the defense 
at all. You, durirg your term of service 
as term trial jurors, are a constituent part 
of this court of justice, and you have taken 
an oath to well and truly try this case in 
accordance with the evidence introduced be- 


fore you, and the law as given to you by |: 


the court. While, as the court has already 
instructed you, the defendants are, by the 
law, presumed to be innocent of the charge 
against them, aid the burden of establish- 


ing their guilt rests upon the prosecution 


beyond a reasonable doubt, and you are to 
give the defendants the benefit of any 
reasonable doubt that you entertain in re- 
spect to their guilt, you have not the right 
to arbitrarily reject sworn testimony and 
written evidence given in a court of jus- 
tice, and any juror who does so arbitrarily 
disregaré such testimony violates his oath 
of office and his duty as a good citizen. 
The court, therefore, instructs you to again 
retire to your room and carefully eonsider 
the evidence that has been introduced be- 
fore you and the instructions that the 
court has already given to you in writing. 
If, after such thorough and careful consid- 
eration, you entertain any reasonable doubt 
of the guilt of the defendants; or either of 
them, acquit the defendant or defendants 
as to whom you have such doubt; but if, 
after such carefull consideration of the 
evidence and of the law as given to you by 
the court, your conscientious conviction is 
that the charge alleged in the indictment 
is established, your sworn and imperative 
t is to render your verdict accord- 
ing 

The jury was again locked up to delib- 


erate upon the matter, and a few minutes 
later sent .a request to Judge Ross for 


leave to examine the postal laws and reg-

The court promptly called the jury into 
court. again, and over the exceptions of the 
defense read the passages referred to, 
and also part. of the opinion in the case of 
the United States vs. Clark (13 Phila., 
476,) which had also been referred to by 
Inspectors Flint and Erwin.

Figueroa Street. 
IMPROVEMENT SOUTH OF ADAMS 
APPARENTLY A GOOD JOB. 

The Street Superintendent accepted 
yesterday the work just completed by 
Grant Bros. on Figueroa street, between 
the north line of Adams street and the 

southerly charter boundary. 

‘The work in the main consists of extra 
high curbs, asphalt gutters ten feet in 
width and a gravel surface between the 


| gutters. The gravel work was rolled with 


a seventeen-ton rolier, eight feet wide and 
presents, a very fine and sclid appear- 
ance. The cement curbs have a face 
twenty-four inches in height so as to take 
care of the large quantity of storm water 
which it is expected will find its way down 
that thoroughfare. Under the asphalt 
there is a depth of six inches of concrete 
and at the edge of the concrete nearer the 
center of the street is a redwood. plank 
two inches thick and twelve inches wide 
which was dipped in hot asphalt. This 
Plank rests on its edge which sets on 
pieces of redwood frur inches square and 
thirty-six inches long. These pieces are 
buried standing on their ends and are six 
feet apart. 

Just within the plank the edge of the 
asphalt is finished with what are known 
as “headers and stretchers” of granite 
block resting on a cushion of sand two 
inches in depth and that supported on he 
concrete bed. The necessary grading for 
the laying of sidewalks has been done. 
The work is ane mile in, length. At 
each of the street intersections the asphalt 
has been extended in an upward curve for 
a distance of six feet outside the, curb

washing away a gully.

the gutter. 

The contract price of the work was as 
follows. Grading, 1% cents per square 
‘foot; curbing, 40 cents per lineal foot;

. veling and concrete work, and D. H. 

Un was inspéctor for the laying of the 
asphalt guttering.

THE FOSTER DIVORCE SUIT.

ounds of cruelty and willful desertion, 

hich was submitted to him on briefs on 
October 19 last, in accordance with the 
following short opinion: 

“A decree of divorce will be granted in 
this case on the first cause of action al- 
leged in the complaint. 

“Although the second cause of action 
was fully ge 2 by the 5988 the 
allegations of the complaint are insuffi- 
cient, in that desertion is not alleged to 
be continuous for one year. Counsel con- 
tends that alleging desertion is sufficient, 
and invokes the rule that a fact. condition 
or*status is presumed to continue until the 
contrary is shown. This is not applicable 
to this case. The ultimate fact is not de- 
sertion, but desertion continued for one 
year. The ultimate fact must be alleged. 
Neither will it be presumed that desertion 
of a husband by a wife continued for one 
year. Such presumption will find no sup- 
port in conjugal affections, nor in the . 
eral experiences of mankind. 

“The presumption would more strongly 
be that the desertion did not continue, 
and that * wife * to the husband. 

Let a decree be entered up the first 
ground alleged. | *

INCENDIARY FIRE. 


The Residence of W. H. Shinn To- 
3 tally Destroyed. 
The residence of W. H. Shinn, the attor- 
ney, at No. 405 Euclid avenue, Boyle 
Heights, was completely destroyed by fire 
about 6 o’clock yesterday morning.

called to the fact of the existence in our 
beautiful city of a considerable amount 
of typhoid fever, I have endeavored to 
trace out some of its probable causes. It 
is, I believe, generally considered that 
typhoid is closely connected with the ex- 
istence of certain emanations from de- 
composing matters, unsanitary ‘state of 
drainage, and bad water supply. Let me 
then point out certain facts I have as- 
certained as to the locality in which I 
reside, in the hope that attention being 
thus called to the matter, there may be 
an effort made to rectify the existing 
evils. First, as to drainage. In this im- 
mediate locality there is none, though we 
are in close proximity to the main sewer, 
and 1 believe there is at present being 
made an effort to have a connecting 
sewer constructed, but this will bet little 
avail unless each householder connects 
roperly therewith. Next, as to decompos- 
ng matters. Let me instance, say one 
acre immediately surrounding where I 
dwell. On this acre there are eight 
dwellings, occupfed by forty to fifty per- 
sons. There are eight cess-pools for the 
foul waters from kitchens, baths, etc., 
and eight cess-pools for water closets, | 
all of which have been in constant use for 
several years, and I have not been able 
to learn that any means for disinfection 
of decomposing faeculent matter have been 
in use. On this same acre of ground there

kept five or six horses and one or two 
cows. There is, I believe, a city ordi- 
nance requiring the periodical removal of 
all manure which accumulates, but I can 
safely say that very little attention is 
paid to such ordinance, and I have known 
the manure from one stable in which two 
horses were usually kept, to be permitted 
to remain unremoved for periods of from 
three to six months. en, this same 
acre, contrary to the ordinances of the 
city, has been made a burial ground for 
dead animals, cats, dogs, etc. Under such 
circumstances would it be at all surprising 
to find in this or other such neighbor- 
hood an outbreak of typhoid, especially 
in a dry season such as We have had. 

It may possibly be said that I, knowing 
of such a state of affairs, ought to com- 
plain thereof to the constituted authori- 
ties. I must confess that I lack the moral 
courage lest my neighbors should come 
to regard me as a meddling busybody. 
But may I not ask it there is no authority 
constituted in the city whose duty it is to 
see to such matters, and by occasional in- 
spection, ascertain that sanitary laws are 
reasonably observed. What is the Health 
> Officer doing, and has he a sufficient staff 

of inspectors? 

I might also make reference to the con- 
nection of houses with cess-pools. I know 
of one instance, at least, where the 
plumbing is very imperfect, but I have, I 
trust, said enough to call attention to the 
necessity for reasonable care on the part 
not only of officials, but of every house- 
holder and property-owner. Los Angeles 
ought to be kept, as it is by nature, one 
of the healthiest cities in our country. 
The pure air we enjoy as it comes from 
the broad Pacific should be uncontamin- 
ated by any filth accumulated tn our 
midst, and every necessary means should 
be employed for the preyention of genera- 
tion or removal of all noxious gases. I 
trust you will, if necessary, lend your 
aid to accomplish this by calling the at- 
tention of our citizens to the necessity of 
adopting means of prevention, of which we 
all know an ounce is better than a pound 
of cure.“ Yours respec :

MR. YATMAN AT THE FIRST 
METHODIST CHURCH. 


Interest in the Meetſtigs Increasing— 
Mr. Pratt at the First Baptist 

Church—An Xloquent 
Sermon.

Another latge audience assembled in the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church last 
night to hear Evangelist Yatman. 

Mr. Jeffriés led the song service, after 
which Dr. Campbell read the first psalm 
and commented on it some. Miss Moffatt 
sang “Palms of Victory.“ the audience 
joining heartily in the chorus. Mr. Yat- 
man then led in a prayer for all churches 
and all people. The thirty-seventh hymn 
Was sung, after which Mr. Yatman pro- 
ceeded with his sermon on “Jesus Saves,” 
taking as his text, Isaiah xxxi, 10. Said 
Mr. Yatman: 

“I had the unpleasant task last night of 
trying to prove that there wasn't a Chris- 
tian in the house. I failed. Tonight I 
have chosen a pleasanter theme, trying to 
prove that all here are Christian. Some 
people are like the young lady, who, when 
asked if she had religion, said, ‘I ‘have 
spells of it.“ Well, we don’t wan that 
kind here, There ate a good many people 
who are afraid to give themselves to God 
for fear they will fail. The text is to put 
sourage into that class of persons. I will 
@ame the classes as I named them last 
night, and you take your place where you 
belong. First, the people who know they 
are Christians; then they who think they 
are Christians and are not, and those who 
know they are not. I want vou to take 
your position as sinners before God, for all 
have come short of the glory of God. 

“You are afraid you won't hold out; you 
don’t have to hold out. They said I would 
not hold out two weeks, but here I am. I 
learned a secret to hold on—God’s grace 
is sufficient for all that want to hold on 
to his promises. If you had looked in my 
class’ for the men that would be a preacher 
out of fifty I would have stood forty-nine 
and a half. I bring you the message to- 
night that our God is a God of helpfulness, 
anid he will help you. You don’t try to be 
a Christian; there isn’t any try about it. It 
takes an unconditional surrender to Al- 
mighty God. I see a man and his wife 
down there. There was a time when they 
met and he asked her if she would be 
his wife—she didn’t say, ‘I'll try’—she said 
‘I will.’ Jesus is the great bridegroom 
when He comes and asks you if-you will 
be His bride, give yourself to Him and 
He will take you and help you to be faith- 
ful. We have a Savior who will help those 
who cannot help themselves. 7 

Renew your convenant. What de I 
mean by a, renewal of convenant?. Men 
get out of harmony with the divine will. 
1 have a boy who gets out of harmony 
with the authority in my home, and then 
he gets straightened out. I don't love 
him less, for he is my boy. So renew 
your convenant with God; get right, and 
He will love you and you will love Him. 
I got cold once. I was going to tell you 
how it came, but I guess I won’t—yes, I 
will. 1 liked to go to the theater. I could 
not consciehtiously do that—but I did. 
I got cold—but in my prodigulity I was 
happier. than when I was halt in the 
church and half in the world. I looked in 
the glass and said: Charles H. Ya:man, 
you will straighten out; be one thing or 
the other; you shall not be a hypocrite. 
I readethe text I have chosen tonight. I 
renewed my covenant Augusi 19, 1876, and 
I ‘would not go back of that day for the 
Whole State of California. Jesus is a 
jealous God, and when He asks fo our 
service He wants it undivided, and He will 
help you to give it. He has helped me 
for nineteen years, and He will help me 
thirty-elght years, seventy-six years. In 
seventy-six years I will de in heaven, 
and won't need keeping. If are & 
blessing to somebody. they Will love Fou. 
and love is better than gold. God is love.” 

‘The subject at the 3 o’clock meeting was 
“Grace and Truth.“ The largest attend- 
ance yet was at this meeting. 


Evangelist Pratt at the First Baptist 
The Bible reading at the First Baptist 
Church, in the afternoon yesterday, was 
largely attended. Rev. E. R. Bennett of 
Pomona and Rev. 8. K. Dexter Al- 
hambra were in attendance. besid the 
local Baptist pastors. The lesson was 
based on the incident in Saul’s life when 
he disobeyed the command of God in spar- 
‘ing the best of the flocks. The importance 
of obedience,-rather than sacrifice was 
emphasized. ‘ 

The attendance at the evening service 
was quite large. The evening lesson was 
drawn from the nineteenth chapter. of 
Luke—Christ weeping over Jerusalem.

THE LATEST COMET. 


An Official Statement from Prof. 
Swift. 
LOWE OBSERVATORY (Echo Moun- 
tain,) Nov. 21.—(To the Editor of ‘The 
Times:) Searching with the big telescope 
of the Lowe Observatory last evening, in 
the constellation Aquarius, the water- 
bearer, I ran across a nebulous object, 
which aroused suspicion at first glance by 
its elongation toward the sun. Its pdsi- 
tion was carefully determined by the cir- 
cles, but, in the general catalogue of neb- 
ulae, no object was indicated in the place 
where the object was. Motion was de- 
tected in two hours’ watching, which 
proved the object’s identity beyond any 
doubt. It is an ‘exteedingly faint object, 
with a short, faint tail, of course pointed 
away from the sun. The comet has a 
slow easterly motion, and its position last 
night, at 10 o'clock was 22h. 18m. south, 
13 deg. 7m. 
s a very unusual thin 
to be discovered with such . —— 
ment—in fact there are only a few cases 
on record. Apparently the object is mov- 
ing away from the sun, but nothing can 
be told until its orbit is computed. It

The Deadliest Poison. 
(Brooklyn Eagle:) To the best. ot our 
knowledge the most deadly poison is that 
which was discovered’ by Prof. Frazer of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, and+known as stro- 
phanthidin. He separated it from the 
African poison plant, strophanthus hispi- 
dus, by means of ether and alcohol. At 
little as one-thousandth-millionth part of 
an ounce crystallized strophanthidin pro- 
duces 4 distinctly injurious effect upon the 
heart, and a very small quantity is fatal. 
Another deadly poison is cyanogen gas, the 
principal ingredient of hydrocyanic or: prus- 
sic acid. 

At ordinary, temperatures it is simply: a 
gas, but can be condensed by cold and 
pressure into a thin, colorless. liquid, and 
becomes a solid at 30 deg. Fahr. The in- 
halation in its gaseous state of a most 
minute quantity would cause instant death. 
One of the most deadly poisons is arsen- 
juretted hydrogen, or arsenic, which is 
formed by decomposing an alloy of ‘arsenic 
acid and zinc with sulphuric acid. It is a 
colorless gas, possessing a fetid odor of 
garlic, and acts as a most deadly poison, 

Adolph Ferdinand Gehlen, a chemist, 
born about 1775 at Butow, in Pomerania, 
wes the discoverer ot it. While experi- 
menting with it at Munich, on July 15, 
he inhaled a. single bubble qt the pure 
gas and died in eight days from the effects. 
The accident occurred through his smell- 
ing at the joints of his apparatus to dis- 
cover a flaw. Others engaged in chemical 
operdtions have died from the effects

Peter Cooper, Who Did So Much for 
the Youth of America. 


However crowded the streets of New 
York might be about a dozen years ago, 
there was one old-fashioned carriage that 
was always sure not to be jostled by the 
coachmen of the stylish turnouts or by 
the drivers of the carts and drays.« This 
was not because the owner of the car- 
riage, old Peter Cooper,” as he was 
known, happened to have been born away 
back in 1791, nor because he was pro- 
posed for President of the United States 
when he was 85 years old, nor because 
he was a very rica man. 

He was not born rich, for his father 
‘Was a poor hatter, and Peter could re- 
member that when his head omly just came 
above the table, he was set to pulling hair 
out ot rabbit skins to make hats with. 
He ‘helped his father about making hats 
and bricks for some time, and then be- 
came-apprenticed to a carriage-maker. He 
‘worked so well that the man offered to set 
him up in business when he became of 
age, but Peter had a horror of owing any 
one, and thought it best not to accept the 
offer. The war of 1812 broke out, and 
cloth could not be brought from England, 
as before, but had to be made here. The 
young man went to making machines to 
be used in making cloth. When the war 
Was over he took the money that he had 
gained and started a furniture factory. 
While he was making carriages and furni- 
ture he could not find any good glue. He 
decided that he would make the best glue 
that was to be had, and put up a factory 
that brought him a fortune, which he 
used in starting other kinds of business. 


He showed a great deal of skill in find- 


ing new ways of doing things. One of the 
first things that he did was to take to 
pieces a pair of shoes, so as to learn how 
to make a pair for himself. When he was 
working on carriages, he invented a ma- 
chine that was of great value in that trade. 
When he was selling machinery for mak- 
ing cloth, he invented some improvements 
in that. When railroads had come into use 
in England, the timore & Ohio railroad 
was built here. Everybody thought that 
the curves were so sharp that no engine 


could be made to run around them. By 
that time Peter Cooper had some iron 
works, and he planned and built for the 


railroad an engine that ran well, and was 
the first locomotive made in this country. 
When the attempt was made to lay the 
Atlantic cable between this country and 
England, .and people said it was impossi- 
ble to do ft, he gave great amounts toward 
it, until the cable was laid and made to 
wor 


k. 

All the time he ever spent in school did 
not amount to a year and he used often to 
wish that there was a night school, so 
that he could learn after his day’s work 
was done. He made up his mind that he 
would start one for young workingmen, 
but by the time he had money enough, 
there were so many schools in New York 
that it was not needed. He had heard, 
though, of a place in Paris where young 
men could go in the evening and study 
Objects that would help them in their 
work. Fond as he had been of using tools 
and inventing things, he felt that such a 
school as that would be just what was 
needed. He had always been generous 
with his money. When he had got to- 
seemed to him 
then a great sum, he gave it all to his 
father to pay up some debts. So, when 
he had set his heart on the new school, 
he gave nearly $2,000,000 in all for the 
great building now well known as the 
Cooper Union, for its free reading-room, 
for the free lectures and classes held 
there, where hundreds of poor young men 
and young women are taught every year. 
He loved to visit these schools 
every day, and to see what was being done 
with the money that he had given. It 
determining, when 
young, to make the best things that it was 
possible for him to make that he won his 
wealth, and it was because he loved to 
use his wealth in helping others that he 
was honored by all, and was mourned by 

many when he came to the end of his 
Tok And although he

Hollow Logs Used as Bells. 

(New York Advertiser:) “On Sunday 
morning the church members file down the 
street to the church, dressed in their finest 
apparel, all manner of costumes being vis- 
ible. Theswells wear, in addition to their 
lava-lava, a white shirt, collarless and 
flapping unrestrainedly in the breeze. The 
women wear their best mother hubbard of 
brightest color and perch on the top of 
their heads hats of a fashion obsolete in 
Noah’s time. At one end of the island I 
saw hats that were old, familiar acquaint- 
ances on my first visit years before; they 
had. merely moved up the coast. 

“The chimes of bells used to call the 
members to service are very unique. As a 
sybstitute for bell metal, hollow logs are 
used. Each village has a large one dug 
out of some great tree, with natural parti- 
tions left in each end to form heads. The 
aperture is long and narrow, and the bell 
is rung by striking the edges in a peculiar 
manner with a short, heavy club, produc- 
ing a dull, booming sound that can be 
heard for a long distance. This large bell 
is sounded for worship Thursdays, Satur- 
days, Sundays and the first -day of each 
month. In addition to the large bell the 
village has several smaller ones, dug out 
of small logs of varying sizes, producing 
different tones. These are held in one 
hand and struck with a small, hardwood 
stlek, the performers marching’ about the 

Hage and drumming a tune as a call to 
worship. Small children play these, but 
it requires a certain knack to sound large 
ones. Churches are built of coral rocks 
and boulders laid in plaster made of burned 
coral; they have low, open windows and 
doors. A good share of the congregation 
make their entrance and exit through the 
windows. These little churches have sugar- 
cane thatched roofs, and are located, some 
of them, on the extreme points of the 
beach.“ ,

ARIZONA MINES. 

News from the Carlisle Mining Dis- 
trict—Rich Deposits. 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 17.—(Special 
Cotrespondence.) News from the Carlisle 
mining district, which is situated close 
to the eastern boundary line of Arizona, 
in Grant coynty, N. M., is to the effect 
that a mineral discovery has been made 
that promises, in point of magnitude, to 
be a veritable bonanza.
